Some comments havo been caused" 
by the fact that recently on a Sunday 
the Prince and Princoss of Wales, to- 
gether with tho young Princes, Count 
Gleichen, and a numerous suito, paid 
a visit to tho Grosvenor Gallery. The 
royal -visitors made a lengthy inspec- 
tion, and did not leave the exhibition 
uutil seven o'clock. Tho Manchester 
'Guardian' remarks :— "Perhaps it may 
be taken as a sort of royal sanction to 
tho arguments for the opening of art 
exhibitions and museums on Sundays." 

Iu the Houso of Commons on the 
27th Juno, tho Irish Sunday Church 
Bill came on for discussion. The op- 
ponents of the measure talked against 
time until o'clock, when tho Speak- 
er, amid much laughter, declared the 
debate adjourned. The Manchester 
'Guardian' says the bill has now be- 
come a "dropped order," and it will 
be difficult to revive it. A Conference 
of licensed victuallers and beer-sellors, 
representing all parts of tho country, 
at the Westminster Palace Hotel, has 
passed resolutions against the Irish 
Sunday Closing Bill, the Licensing 
Boards Bills, and the Permissive Bill. 

At tho Central Criminal Court, Lon- 
don, Richard Marsh Watson, who 
pleaded guilty last session to a charge 
of sending a threatening letter to a 
lady at Bath, demanding money, with 
menace, was brought up for judg- 
ment. The prisoner was a clerk in 
holy orders, and he married the sister 
of tho prosecutrix. This led, of courso, 
to an intimacy with the wbolo of tho 
family, and in 1854 tho prisoner de- 
duced the prosecutrix, his wife's Bis- 
ter and tho result of their intimacy 
was the birth of a child. After this 
event tho prisoner appeared to have 
pursued a systematic course of perse, 
cution towards the prosecutrix, and by 
a threat of exposing what had taken 
place between them, succeeded in ob- 
taining large sums of money. For 
some time the persecution appeared to 
havo ceased, but in March last he sent 
another letter demanding £200 from 
the prosecutrix, and threatened to ex- 
pose the relations that had existed be- 
tween them if his request was not 
complied with. Mr. Digby Seymour, 
in asking fur judgment, statod theso 
factB, and said that the prisoner ap- 
peared to have carried on a most hor- 
rible By sto to of seduction, and that a 
number of other young women had 
been victims to his villainy. In one 
case he appeared to have suggested to 
a young woman that she should intro- 
duce him io some other young lady, 
whom ho promised to niary. Among 
his papers thei o was found tho follow- 
in': document : — 

September 23, 1876. 

I, Emily tdko you, Richard 

Marsh Watson, from this day forth, to 
be my wedded husband; and I now 
Bwear to love you faithfully during our 
wedded life, and that I will lawfully 
marry you as soon as you aro free, and 
that in the meantime I shall love you 
as your lawful wife; and I swear in the 
name of tho Father, Son, and Holy 
Ghost. [Signed | 

EMILY , 

The prisoner was sentenced to twelve 
years' pen.il servitude. 

The London Globe says that the 
ever- increasing popularity of boor in 
in Paris has now 'attained to such a 
pitch that all other summer beverages 
may bo considered as unfashionable. 
This appreciation of boor dates from 
the Exhibition of 18G7. 

Anew cometery has just boon opened 
at Canterbury, at a cost of £10,000; but 
eomo difficulty has arisen about Sun- 
day burials. Tho authorities of the 
cometery had arranged for having them; 
but tuo ri. "I dean has notified that tho 
clergy wouid not undertake funeral 
duties on tho Sabbath. The Burial 
Board, howover, do not intend to altor 
the original arrangement, it being 
considered by them that Sunday is tho 
day most convenient to tho poor for 
interments. 

The largo mansion built at Kensing- 
ton by Mr. Grant, tho ultimate 
destination of which was erstwhile a 
matter of curious speculation, is likely 
to moot with a fato little contemplated 
at its origin, Tho building has boon 
some time in tho market without obtain- 
ing a purchaser, or oven tho chance of 
one. It is now stated that ono of tho 
vaeat wealthy and enterprising metro- 
politan building firms has made a bid 



for the house and it extensive grounds, 
which strech over some seven acros. 
The intontion, should the purchaso bo 
effected, is to build a squaro upon tho 
open spaco, with an entrance from the 
highroad, the houso itsolf to be brought 
down to more reasonable size by the 
removal of both the wings. 

On Sunday, tho 17th iust, two 
candlesticks, a cross, and some cur- 
tains which covered the command- 
ments wero taken from their places in 
Hatcham church, and hidden. Tho 
churchwardens thereupon gave notice 
that they would prosecute any one in- 
terfering in this respect. The articlos 
wore recovered, but on the Sunday fol- 
lowing the articles again mysteriously 
appeared betweon tho afternoon anddis- 
ovening service, and cannot be found. 

Recently two Burleui colliors, nam- 
ed Williams and Willing, who had 
beoii drinking hard, found thoir way 
to a house which had boen left iu 
charge of a maid servant and a largo 
Newfoundland dog. On Boeing the 
dog Williams resolved to give the 
animal battl?. Ho stripped to the waist 
handed his clothes to his friend, and 
drawing a clasp knife, proceeded to 
tho attack. And now began a struggle 
which lasted for about twenty minutes, 
Willing all the while apparently look- 
ing on with breathless interest. When 
the combatants wore interrupted by 
tho arrival of tho owner of the house, 
they were both found in tho dog ken- 
nel, Williams "trying to 'stick' tho 
animal and tho latter preventing this, 
and at tho samo punishing his enemy." 
Williams appeared to havo been severe- 
ly bitten; the dog escaped unhurt," 
his assailant probably boing too drunk 
to use his knife with effect. The two 
men havo been sent to twenty-one 
days' bard labour.

" THINGS THAT DON'T GO WELL 
TOGETHER. " 

Tlio Govornmeiit are nrrfiigned ill tho 
local Opposition organ for not continuing 
an oxpeusivo Court svstotn at a time when 
tbo wholo country iademanding retrench- 
ment, anil when corrospondenco is pend- 
ing -with tbo Dominion Govtrninent re- 
specting tbo payment of certain coats of 
trial which that Government seeks to im- 
poso on the Government of British Col- 
umbia. Stress i« laid on the fact that six 
prisoners are in gaol at Biohfield await- 
ing trial, and it is attempted to bo shown 
that the failure of the Government lo 
order a Spring Assize aroso from a feeling 
of vindictivonesa on the part of Mr. El- 
liott towards Cariboo District beoauso ibo 
doctors rejected tbo Provincial Secretary. 
Tho tinio for holding the Spring Assizes 
at Cariboo bad pnssed boforo the Cari- 
boo election took place. Tho Spring As- 
sizes should have been held in May and 
tho election cuino on' on the 2!id -of June. 
There is not a prisoner in gaol between 
New Westminster and Cariboo; iivo of tbo 
six prisoners at Biobueld nre Chinamen, 
and there is no civil cause entered for 
trial anywhere above New Westminster. 
Under theso oiroumsUinoes tho Govern- 
ment have deemed it in keeping with tho 
public interests to hold but ono Assize 
Court at Biohfield during the present 
year. Cf course, tho ex Attorney-General 
who writes to his organ over the signature 
of "Pick" to complain of tho omission, is 
anxious to "turn an honest poiiuy'' iu tho 
defouco of the Chinamen. It matters 
little to him if the country bo_ saddled 
■with exponsos, so long as fees liud thoir 
way into his parse. But tho Government, 
■while discussing a question of costs with 
Canada, havo improved an opportunity to 
save tbroo or four thousand dollars for 
the Province, lvnd will not bo moved by 
the seusoless clamor of a brielless barris- 
ter and his mouthpiece. Again: it is as- 
serted that Mr. Elliott had a spite against 
Nauaimo when ho suppressed tho Wel- 
lington disturbances with energy and 
firmness. Let us seo whether this story, 
considered with the charge of vindictive 
feelings against, Cariboo, will fit. First, 
Mr. Elliott is accused of dealing unfairly 
with Cariboo because that District reject- 
ed Mr. Davie. Second, ho is charged 
-with acting vindictively towards Nanai- 
mo, (by a parity of reasoning) becanso 
that District returned a member 
to support his Ministry. Those 
charges are rather mixed. They 
are like Lord Dundreary's definition of 
" things that don't go well together- 
cows and sluciinps," What ill-feeling 
could Mr. Elliott possibly havo had to- 
wards Cariboo in May when the district 
did not reject tho Provincial Secretary 
until June! And why should ho wish to 
wreak his spito on Nanaimo which had 
just met his wishes political in every re- 
spect? If a point can bo mado against 
anyone in considering the Nanaimo 
troubles it will bo made against tho ox- 
Attorney-Goneral, who advised the min- 
ers not to compromise with their employ- 
ers, and against his organ, who inflamed 
the minds of tho miners and induced 
thorn to strike. As to tho attack on tho 
Government on its quartz legislation, 
the best answer to tho coarso assaults of. 
tho Standard is to refer our readers to 
our special dispatch from Burkerville, 
whero an indignation meeting has been 
cnllod and resolutions passed api>roving 
of the Government policy and censuring 
Mr. Walkeui's organ for its attempt to 
destroy tho quartz intorests of tho Pro- 
vince. Even Mr. Walkom was forced by 
popular prejudice t' % attend tbo meeting 
Mid assist in the condemnation of his or- 
gan and tho endorsement of the Govern- 
ment!

Skkisnamouth, July 17, 1877. 

Editor Colokist: — 13y eanoo from tho 
forks of tho river I hear that tliero has 
bcon a drouth at Omiueca; consequently 
mining operations have been lotardcd. 
Likowibo thoro has been a scarcity of pro- 
visions owing to tho non-arrival of pack 
traius— the men living on beef straight. 
There aro over 75 mon at work and noiiio 
of tho claims aro doing well. 

Messrs. Canibie aud Eberts have gone 
to tho southward, exploring a pass from 
the Skoena below the canon. The Lillians 
report they havo a train of Siwashes do- 
ing their packing. 

Tho cannery is in full blnst and making 
good catches; tbo run of spring fuilmon is 
almost over aud was good, tbo llsh aver- 
age over 3D pounds each. No doubt the 
fisheries will do well, which will bo ud- 
vautagoous to tho stockholders. 

Tho party at Queen Charlotte engaged 
in doglishiug are doing a fair business. 
Thero aro suvouteou men in one party and 
live in another. Thcro will no doubt be 
other lisbing establishments in this "wild 
far North," which will give employment 
to sovcral hundred whites, besides In- 
dians. Tho great difficulty on theSkeena 
is tho want of good locations for building 
purposes, aud no regular communication. 
Tho country is dependent on the Otter, 
which "comoth and goeth as it lisloth;" 
but I think in another soason tho require- 
ments of trade will demand a more regu- 
lar schedule. 

Last year tho great subject of debate 
was would canneries pay ! That lias been 
settled iu the affirmative. Now tho main 
point is whero will the terminus bo locat- 
ed ? Somo arguo it will bo at or near the 
main Skeona; others at or near Inverness; 
othois in the neighborhood of Port Simp- 
son. Mr. Gamble was interviewed on the 
ooint. Tho only information I could de- 
rive from was that ho believed tho sun 
rose in the east up hero, but he was not 
exactly cortain. I considered it rather a 
foggy answor. 

Tbo Northern Indians havo been down 
trading their furs. The prices are low, 
consequently they are not so anxious to 
trade. 

Tho wreck of the sloop Micarvber has 
been found ou tbo Alaskan side. Her 
mast was cut away, aud the boat nus bro- 
ken in two. The supposition is alio must 
have got on her beam end* and tho mast 
was cut iu order to right her, and slie was 
thon carried by tbo storm on tho rocks. 

Three men havo gono up the river pros- 
pecting for copper oro. I hear they wore 
fitted out in Victoria by somo public- 
spirited gentlemen. Thero must bo good 
mines ou this river, for thero is so much 
lloat rock, and of grout value, assaying 
from 8150 to §300 per ton. 

Patties have passed the Forks bound to 
Cassiar with cattle. It is a long and tire- 
some route. Cattle can never hu driven 
over it aud arrive in good condition If 
a pass could bo found to connect with the 
Telegraph trail direct to Glenom ciaNaas, 
cattle could be taken in iu good order, be- 
sides giving tho packers an opportunity 
to winter their animals.

CALIFORNIA. 
Sax Francisco, July 24.— Arrived— 
Ship Eureka, Now York; hark Harvest 
Ilonie, Seattle. 
Sailed— Schr. Reporter, Pt Townsend. 
San Franct-co, July 23.— Shortly after 
noon, a man giving his name ns ^ark- 
weather, tras arrested on Montgomery 
street. Ho was taken to tho olllee of the 
ohiof of police. Hie oll'enso consisted in 
carrying a bauuor on which whs inserted 
a notico of a mass meeting of working 
mon at tho now City Hall this evening to 
express sympathy with the eastern strik- 
ers. As '-.is act was not a legal offenso.and 
his arrest was simply mado on gononil 
principles; be was released on c.mditiou 
that ho would notcontiuuo his perambula- 
tions with the banner. Serious trouble 
is considoied possible if not probable 
during the night. 

The mooting of workmen in tho open 
air at the new City Hall is largely at- 
tended. Somo decidedly incendiary re- 
solutions have been offered, and speakers 
interrupted in remarks concerning the 
labor troubles of "how about the Ohinese 
question?' Two men jn the crowd havo 
been wounded by pistol shots fired from 
neighboring houses. A crowd of young 
hoodlums and boys aro reported depre- 
dating in tho vicinity of these quarters 
breaking windows, etc. The military aro 
all assembled at their armi rios waiting 
orders. There is a disposable force of 
about 1500 guards iu tho city. Many of 
tho oJuoers and men aro vetoran soldiers 
ami tho force i;i considered reliable. Tho 
meeting which numbered about 18,000. 
broke up at 10 o'clock, without 
uny violent demonstrations as 
Shortly before adjournment a portion of 
tho crowd wrecked a China house in tho 
neighborhood. Tho mass of tho throng 
dispersed towards their houses, but several 
hundred, banding together, proceeded to 
the corner of Geary and Leavenworth 
Btreets, which is' occupied by a two-story 
frame building, containing a Chinese 
laundry nnd fruit storo on tho ground 
floor, and tho residence of families above. 
The crowd attacked tho Chinese plact 
broke the street lamps and set tho building 
on lire. A white woman was barely saved 
alive from tho upper story, Tho mol) im- 
peded the dromon on their arirfrfll, cut 
tho hose and tho building was destroyed 
They then cams down Geary street to 
Dupont wjth t^o evident intention of 
raiding tho Chinese quarter. On their 
way thoy attacked aud cleaned out a num- 
ber of Chinese dwellings, lly tho (lino 
they reached Dupont street thoy number- 
ed 500 or POO. Horo thoy were met by q 
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across the street. Tbo rioters endeavored 
to broak through, but tho polico stood 
firm, and being reinforced in basto from 
tbo City Hall, by tho froo uso of thoir 
clubs boat back tho crowd. At present 
tho polico hold Dupont street at tho cor- 
ner of Pino against tho main body of tho 
mob, while strong squads aro posted at 
tho intersections of cross streets with Du- 
pont, tho main object being to koop 
tho mob as far as possible from Chinutown 
Tho crowd evidently backs lenders. Thoy 
make little show of resisting tho polico 
other than by crowding upon them, yell- 
ing and deriding them. Tho gonoral im- 
pression among the authorities is that by 
vigilant and determined action on tho 
port of the police tho crowd will bo hold 
in check during tho night though thoir 
slogan "Chinatown at 1 o'clock" is omin- 
ous. Tho militia remain at their armories, 
not having yet been called upon for ser- 
vice. 

San Framoiboo, July 24— At this hour, 
1:25 a.m., all is quiet and tho trouble ap- 
pears over for tho night. Tho crowd that 
two hours ago blocked tho southorn cud 
of Dupont streot has dispersed, and tho 
polico are masters of tho situation. All 
streets leading to Chineso quarters aro 
strongly guarded. Thus fur no uso of 
Ore.irms occurred, except iu the case of 
shots fired into tho crowd at tho meeting. 
Tho party who tired was arrestod and 
locked up. His action was prompted by 
pure love of mischief. Neither of tho 
men hit was seriously injured. During 
tho contest of tho polico with tho mob ou 
D'i;-ont street sovoral stones woro thrown 
at them, hitting ono or two of tho force, 
but doing no injury of consequence, 
While tho disturbance was in progress at 
the south end of Dupont street, another 
mob, numbering 500 or GOO, gathered at 
tho northern extremity of that thorough- 
fare, wrecked a few Chineso houses and 
attempted to penetrate into tho Chineso 
quarter, but were forced back by the po- 
lice, 

It is behoved the immediate danger is 
over, and that if quiet can bo maintained 
during the remainder of the night there 
will be no further trouble 

EASTERN STATES. 

CoLuiinus, Ohio, July 23.— Tho mob 
which raided privato establishments to- 
day closed up nearly all tho rolling mills, 
machinery and machine shops and" factor- 
ies on the west side of tho river. Tho 
mob was not composed of railroad mon 
but tramps, minors and idle roughs who 
seem to ha, i but recently como to tho 
city. No violonco was offered by tho mob, 
as operatives quit work and shops sus- 
pended on tho ljrst demand in almost 
every case. In a few instances protests 
wero made, but invariably tho reply was 
"Shut up or burn up." Striking mon 
deny any connection with tho raid on tho 
shops and say they nre not responsible 
for tho action's of tho mob. Fears aro 
entertained of excess by tho mob. War 
rants wero issued for tho arrest of several 
leaders this p. m. Railroad officials have 
ordered shops closed and no freight to bo 
received for the present. It is reported a 
largo number of minors from Shawnee aro 
on tho way to Newark to join tho strikers. 
A committee of citizens headed by the 
mayor waited on general manager Quincy 
for tho purposo of socuring a train to go 
out and intercept tho minors; the train 
was refused for foar the miners would 
board it and run to Newark. The report 
of miners coming has caused muoh ex- 
citement among citizens. At No walk a 
committee proposed to meet the miners 
who left Shawnee. Tho tida of public 
opinion is charged since tho jutrapro at 
Pittsburg. 

Columiius, July 2:).— Citizens' meeting 
to night was largely attended by most 
prominent persons who took u vory aeri- 
ous view of the situation. Fivo hundred 
oitizens enrolled thoinselves as special 
police. The authorities here have gar- 
risoned all points likely to be molested 
by tho mob and everything is quiet. 



EUROPE. 
Ohioaoo, July 24— The Tribune's Lon- 
don Bpeoial says thoro is no disguising 
the gravity of tho situation. The Russo- 
Turkish war is entering upon new com- 
plications, which may involve moro than 
ono of the great powers which have 
hitherto held aloof.
